I due turn of consumers' goods, it la 
necessary that debt—and consequently 
capital plant—expand at a faster and 
faster rate, until most of the people 
of a country are forced into building 
capital plant In order to gain monoy 
tokens enough to enable them to buy 
the consumers' goods that a smaller 
and smaller portion of the population 
Is engaged in producing. 

All persons of goodwill must sym¬ 
pathise with the effort of Socialist 
Russia to make the orthodox finan¬ 
cial system work. Yet there la one 
thing in favor of the process at pres¬ 
ent, and It la this: Russia so badly 
needs more capital plant, and will for 
years to come, that abe should have 
the l ea st trouble of any country in 
the world in financing her compara¬ 
tively small output of consumers' 
goods—email, that la by North 
American standards—by the debt 
Issued in respect to capital expansion.

IMPREftftED BY FORBEARANCE

to inquire the reason why the Youth 
Action Forum is receiving so little 


from economic fairyland. The fact 
Is that In Russia, as In any other 
( country in which all money is created 
ks debt to the banking system, any 
additions to the total volume required 
to liquidate the costs of an expanding 
volume of production are crested by 
book entry by the banking system. 

In Russia, therefore, as production 
expands as a result of previously 
issued, credits from the state bank 
to the various state producing trusts, 
which have been used to provide 
further additions to capital plant, 
new credits -that la, debt to the state 
bank—are issued for further capital 
expansion. Thus the deficiency of 
purchasing power Incurred In produc¬ 
ing consumers' goods crested by past 
capital plant expansion la made up 
by the Issue of further debt (money) 
for new plsnt expansion.

Aa the boy grew, th* tutor is particularly 
drawn by hla warm nature, hi* continual interest 
in things both foreign and Chlnase, hla abundant 
generosity. 

Yet Johnston oould see fault*—chiefly a strain 
of frivolity, which he steadily Impressed upon 
the emperor he must subdue if he would be 
worthy ot*fcls great ancestor*—with, aa th* book 
shows, good results. 

Apart from Its vivid human Interest, de¬ 
numerable good stories and delicious humor, th* 
book Is a valuable contribution to history. 

Johnston, is convinced that the Mane hue need 
never hav* abdicated In 1912; he had it from 
Chang Tao-Un himself (former Dictator of Man¬ 
churia) that they could have withdrawn to Man¬ 
churia and gone on reigning there. In 1917 
Chang Heun’a attempted restoration of the em¬ 
peror failed, it Is suggested, not because it was 
unpopular, but because Chang Haun excited the 
jealqpsy of general* who would undoubtedly bav* 
helped him if he had called upon them. And 
there la a thrilling description of Chang Tao-lin'a 
plot In 1991 to get th* emperor out of Peking 
and put him on the throne of Manchuria. 

The Importance of this event wae that from 
this date Manchuria was definitely the goal of 
th* restoration lets. Johnston leaves no possible 
oscua* for the fable that the Japanese invented 
the Menchurlar.

He waa of th* arlatooratic land-owning class In Russia, but re¬ 
nounced tflz privileges and bis fortune to serve th* people, like many other 
revolutionaries, spending their money on the revolutionary movement.

But In spite of hla long 
absence from its key* It was said he played magnificently. Again he ceased I 
from playing until after hla retirement, when he once more took up hla | 
music, and wrote a life of hla favorite composer, Moaart.

ingly. It has only been In compara¬ 
tively recent times with the rapid 
growth in the popularity of rock gar¬ 
dens that the dwarf evergreen co¬ 
nifers have received the attention 
they deserve. I »m not speaking now 
of the artificial dwarfs, that hava 
to be starved and pruned and dis¬ 
budded and what-not. for which the 
Japanese are so famous. I refer to 
the true natural dwarfs that .will re¬ 
tain their miniature atae and ahapa 
when planted out In ordinary garden 


clam bakes. 

I all ideas of ffowtng any of these 
; shrubs or else go to great expense 
to remove all the soil that la con¬ 
taminated r.y the clam shell and re¬ 
place It with An add soil. 

Another source of lime In the son 
that must alwavs be watched for la 
the presence of old builders rubbish 
burled ber.eath the surface. The 
mortar rubble la very strong In Ume. 
a shovelful being quite sufficient to 
turn seven i bushes of rhododendron 
sick and yellow. 

After making sure that there la no 
lime present, mark out an area as large 
as will eventually be covered by the 
fully-grown foliage, excavate to depth 
of at least two and a half feet, the 
more the better, aa you nig keeping 
the top soil and the hard unfrlabla 
sub-soil separate At the bottom of 
the trench lay old soda fact down, 
then a layer of six Inches or ao of 
the better sub-sotl and then another 
layer of sods, then fill in with good 
soil a layer at a time, mixing In plenty 
of coarse peat-rooas with each layer. 

The bed should be thoroughly 
soaked and allowed to settle for 
several weeks before planting, and 
left four or five inches below the 
level of the surrounding grodfcd. for 
rhododendrons form mats of Rairlike 
fibre dose to the surface of the soil 
that need to be fed by a yearly top- 
draising of well-rotted leaf mould or 
similar material that will soon bring 
the level up. and when the shrubs 
are newly planted these hollows pro¬ 
vide a very necessary means of giving 
them copious supplies of water in the 
hot weather All rhododendrons prefer 
a light poot soil to a rich but very 
heavy one. in fact, tha lighter the 
soil the better, as long as there la 
ple^y of humus; that Is decaying 
vcg^able fibre like peat-moss or well- 
decayed oak-leaf mould. -

the worried foreman of the experi¬ 
mental farm asked him to come and 
take a look at his wheat. "There's 
something wrong with It" he said. 

Something was certainly wrong with 
the field where the station tested dif¬ 
ferent varieties ln blocks. Stunted, 
the wheat had also flopped as though 
the straws had caved ln under the 
“Weight of the heads. 

Tha plant pathologist recognized 
the havoc as the work of Hessian files. 
But he also noticed that, despite the 
fact that they stood next to grain 
which was almost level with the 
ground, some varieties had not suf¬ 
fered at all. 

From that day the two men began 
to collect data. Aa has been said, tha ! 
experimental wheat fltfd la set out 
In blocks. There were five blocks of 
each variety in different parts of the 
field. Bach of these blocks was made 
up of three rows about eighteen feet i 
long. 

leaving the centre row for yields, 
they examined the outside rows for 
disease. They gave marks to each 
plant, ten marks for a plant that was 
rotten with the parasites and from 
which not a gfaTft could be harvested, 
down, to no marks for a plant that 
was entirely free from attack. They 
counted the Infected plants and com¬ 
pared them with tfce total number 
of plants In a row. thus getting thy 
percentage of plants attacked by the 


inches gradually up to the large trees. 
Beware of buying dwarfs you don't 
know from unreliable sources for 
often as not they will turn out to be 
but young plants of larger growing 
varieties. 

BOTH NEEDED t 

Now to return to the question of 
placing your deciduous trees. The 
reason thac I mentioned the ever¬ 
greens first was that they have to be 
taken Into consideration when we are 
choosing and placing the others. Just 
as In a study In black and white 
beauty and interest are achieved by. 
a cleverly balanced alternating play 
of light and ahade, ao. in garden de¬ 
sign we must uee a skilful combina¬ 
tion of deciduous qpd e ve rg reen 
character. If on the other hand we 
use all evergreens the .effect is too 
heevy, even eombre while on the other 
using only deciduous trees and shrubs 
our design badly lacks strength of 
character. So you see the one is used 
to balance the other. 

I mention this particularly becaus* 
ao many people after living on the 


larger number la to be found in Upper 
Burma. Tibet, and the western Chinese 
provinces. There enormous exotic 
species with blossoms of brilliant hue 
inhabit the tropical and sub-tropical 
Jungles; thence they wander along the 
valleys In and out amongst boulders 
by turbulent streams, and on and up 
through thin forest and open wood¬ 
land they climb, beyond and above 
the trees almost to the eternal snows. 
As they ascend, they gradually become 
dwarier and dwarfer tn habit, finer 
and finer m foliage and ln flower. 
untU we have a number of amaalng 
wee alpine shrublete of inestimable 
value for the rock garden. 

Many of the larger species from the 
sub-alpine coppice and open wood¬ 
land are moat useful for the small 
garden. In fact It la from this class 
and its multitudinous offspring of 
garden hybrids that our gardens are 
usually furnished. The value of rho¬ 
dodendrons and their next of kin the 
deciduous and evergreen axaleas can 
be hardly be over estimated. They are 
not difficult to grow ln aqj well- 1

FERNS AS FOOD 

We find upon reading the history 
of ferns, that the natives used ferns 
or fern roots, both as food and medl- 
clne. Ref err 1 nig to a fern which we 
were really not going to discuss, that 
unwelcome weed, the brake or "brac¬ 
ken.’* aa we all know It. we find that 
the French about the Bay of Biscay 
eat Um young shoots, which are of 
course the leaves, like' asparagus ttw 
Japanese are/said to aat them in the 
same way. q^d they did so ln the 
Puget Bound country about twenty 
years ago. tt they are not now doing 
jo. The taste has a suggestion of the 
almond. 

It |a evident, however, that medici¬ 
nally the male and lady ferns were 
more extensively used. The ftllxmas 
and fUlxfemlna foots when bruised, 
boiled ln mead or honeyed water and 
drunk, kills both the broad and long 
worms in tha body.

It would be difficult to pick or 
choose any particular fern aa being 
better than the other—they are all 
graceful from the tallest to the low¬ 
est Another and very important 
feature with some of our native ferns 
is their habit of being at their best tn 
winter Ume. 

Vancouver Island and the Islands ln 
the vicinity have many varieties to 
boast of. and commencing with the 
teller kinds first we would choose 
that florioua chain fern named 
Woodwardia radicans.
